That Is bad," said Naiche, chief 
of the Chlricnhua Apaches, to the elder 
of his two wives one day. "I will cure 
you." 
So he threw a cartridge Into 
the chamber of his rifle and shot her 
through the knees. Marital troubles of 
that sort seemed to run In Naiehe’s 
family. An army officer who ♦visited 
old Cochise, his father, In 1873 In the 
Dragoon mountains. Arizona, noticed 
that the chiefs hand was badly burned 
In two circular holes. He asked about 
them and Cochise explained that they 
had been made by his younger wife, 
who was jealous of the older. She had 
bit him so badly that he had to cauter­ 
ize the wound. 
Because Cochise’s son was constant­ 
ly leading his playmates into trouble 
he was given the tin me Na-ai-chet 
which means "mischievous," or “m**« 1- 
dlesotne." a prophetic name. When old 
Cochise died and the chieftainship 
passed on to Noíche he more than up­ 
held the traditions of his family. 
He first made Ids name known in 
1881, when he led his Chiricahua war­ 
riors on devastating raids all over the 
Southwest. This band was known as 
"Geronimo’s hand," although, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, Naiche was the real chief 
and Gerónimo merely a warrior leader 
of considerable renown. For five years 
they went their bloody way. Then, in 
1SS6, Gerónimo was finally cornered 
and forced to surrender to General 
Mites. 
Naiche did not surrender until a day 
later. He felt that it was appropriate 
for him. son of the great Cochise and 
first chief of the Chiricahuas, to be the 
last to lay down arms and cease fight­ 
ing the v\ hite man J* bom he and his ¡ 


fathers had fougui for two centuries. 
When the hostile Chiricahuas were 
fiimlly settled at Fort Sill as prisoners 
of war they looked to Naiche as their 
leader. "He was a most forceful and 
reliable man, a proud and self-respect­ 
ing chieftain," was Gen. Hugh Scott’s 
tribute to him. Naiche became a mem­ 
ber of the Indian police force and 
proved to be a faithful officer. Like 
Gerónimo, he accepted Christianity and 
thereafter always signed his name 
"Christian Naiche.” He was signing It 
when he cured his wife of jealousy! 
After years of pleading, the Chirl- 
cahuas finally were allowed to return 
to Arizona, and in 1913 Naiche had the 
satisfaction of leading his people back 
to their ancestral homes. They settled 
on the Mescal ero reservation.
